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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The amendment filed on 7/26/07 has been entered. 

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant’s arguments, see Remarks, filed 7/26/07, with respect to claim 1 have 
been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejection of claims 1-15 and 30-33 has 
been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-15 and 30-34 are allowed. 

Reasons for allowance 

4. The following is an examiner’s statement of reasons for allowance: 

(a) Regarding claims 1-15 and 30-33, the best prior art references, Adriaenssens 
et al. (US 5997358), McClanahan et al. (US 5396397), and Celella et al. (US 
20040147165), taken alone or in combination, fails to teach or fairly suggest, at least on 
claim 1, in combining with other limitations, at least one crosstalk compensation element 
utilizing the first section as a dielectric of a capacitor to provide compensating crosstalk 
to offset the original crosstalk, wherein the circuit elements are provided in the second 
section. None of the reference art of record discloses or renders obvious such a 
combination. 

(b) Regarding claim 34, the best prior art references, Adriaenssens et al. (US 
5997358), McClanahan et al. (US 5396397), and Celella et al. (US 20040147165), 
taken alone or in combination, fails to teach or fairly suggest, in combining with other 
limitations, at least one crosstalk compensation element utilizing the first section to 
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provide compensating crosstalk to offset the original crosstalk, wherein the circuit 
elements are provided in the second section, wherein the first dielectric constant is less 
than 5.0. None of the reference art of record discloses or renders obvious such a 
combination.
